6.  When  a favor  has  been  granted 
through  the  intercession  of  the 
Saint,  a note  of  thanksgiving 
should  be  written  and  placed  in 
the  intention  box.  Although  the 
name  of  the  writer  is  not  pub- 
lished, no  acknowledgments  will 
be  recognized  unless  they  bear 
the  name  and  address  of  the 
writer. 

7.  Non-Catholics  may  make  the  No- 
vena.

In  order  to  make  the  Stations  of 
the  Cross  and  to  gain  the  indulgences 
granted  by  Holy  Church,  it  is  not 
necessary  to  say  prayers  nor  to  read 
meditations  before  each  Station.  All 
that  is  required  is  to  visit  each  Station, 
and  to  think  at  the  same  time  on  the 
sufferings  of  Jesus. 

Those  who  may  be  hindered  from 
visiting  a church,  in  order  to  say  the 
Stations  may  gain  the  indulgences 
attached  to  this  devotion  by  holding 
in  their  hand  a crucifix  especially 
blessed  for  the  purpose  (all  crucifixes 
blessed  at  the  Monday  devotions  are 
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thus  indulgenced),  and  saying  twen- 
ty times  the  Our  Father,  the  Hail 
Mary,  and  the  Glory  be  to  the 
Father  — fourteen  times  in  honor  of 
the  Stations,  five  times  in  honor  of 
our  Lord’s  Five  Wounds,  and  once 
for  the  intentions  of  our  Holy  Father 
the  Pope.
